The  Student  Council  was  organized  in  19,]6.  'I'he  purposes  of  such  a council 
are  in  general,  to  aid  in  the  government  ot  the  student  body,  to  promote  better 
understanding  and  cooperation  between  the  students  themselves,  and  between 
the  student  body,  the  teachers,  and  other  school  officials.
